PROGRESSOF THE U. STATES.

If the progress of a country, in mere ma-
terial respects, were entirely significant, ¢1-
ther of its tastes, its virtues or its happiness,
the philosopher of the United States might
well exult in the wonder Gl advance which
has been made by our own.  Without quali-
fying what may be said in behall of its pro-
aress, by adverting now ta %li?“ respects in
whichgit 1s confessedly wanting, let us in-
dulge in. a grateful contemplation of the
physical results of our institutions, as cons
densed from' the returns of the last census,
In 1776, when we first run up the standard

+ of American Independence. our population
P

was estimaied in ronnd numbers, at three
millions, - But it probably did not then ex-
ceed two and a hall. ~ At that time we ¢n-
joved not a single cluc, beyond the opening
of the interior country upon our vision, th
any of the thousand sources of our present
prosperity.  Railivays and steamboais were
undreamed of 3 our staples were insignifi-
cant, and nothing ceuld be more feeble than
the infant experiments of our manufaciurers
Even our farming wasa rude and barbarons
practice.  From 1776 1o the close of the
century, the stride was prodigious, as eom-
pared with that of other nations ; yet notit.
ing in comparison with our own subsequent
career, This is sufficiently iilustrated by
the increase of population, since itis through
such increasc chiefly that we arrive sum-
marily at a'l the physical improvements of a
people. In 1800, accordingly, our popula-
latton was five millions, three hundred thon-
sand, nearly or quite double what it was in
1776.
four vears. in 1851, our population is a
trifle under twenty-five millions.  In 1776
our States were thirteen in nnmber; in
1800, sivteen 5 they are now thirly-one, with
several in embryo.  Our territory in 1800
was, 1,000,000 square miles; it 15 now 3,-
200,000,  All our present domain west of
the Mississippi then belonged to France and
Spain, and was an unbroken wilderness.
Florida belonged to Spain, and Georgia was
the only State oa the Galf of Mexico. West
of New York there was no States but Ken
tucky and Tennessce, and these had spent
most of their feeble energics in the blndy
sirifes with a savage foe,  Minois, Indiana,
Miclugan, and hall of our Western States,
were vet but hunting arounds where ludi-
ans roamed unmalested, At that period the
total vatua of att kKinds of mammifacturers and

produets of indnstry m the United_Siates |

hardly exeeeded a hondred millions ol dn
The expnrl.'ni--nltrcntlun alone has
inerensed from 25,060,000 ansually, to 70
or 380,000,000, Our :mland lake trade has
inereased from an amount too msignificant to
be estimated, to tie eoormous value of
8£200,000,000 annnaily.  Our foreign marine
is now hardly inferior in extent or value to
that of Great Britain, and we are now gam-
ine faster than ever on cur gigantic rival.
Fifty vears amo, scarcely one of our thou-
sand miles ol canal existed, and not one of
our present eight or ten thousand miles of
railway, or our present sixteen thou sand
miles of telegraph were enher known or
dreamed of.—Char. Eve. News,

old wheels in one corner, a rusty plough in
another, all exposed to the elements, gives
pain to the beholkler unless he is utterly proofl
against feeling. )
